2.14.010, 2.14.030, 2.14.040, 2.14.060, 2.14.080, 2.14.100, and
2.14. 110.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW2.14.010 and 1988 c¢ 109 s 12 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The purpose of this chapter is to provide a supplenental
retirenment benefit to judges who are el ected or appoi nted under chapter
2.04, 2.06, or 2.08 RCW and who are not nenbers of the ((pubbHe
erployees—)) judicial retirenent system ((fer—their—serviece—as—a
fudge)) authorized by chapter 2.10 RCW

(2) This chapter may be known and cited as the judicial retirenent
account act.

Sec. 2. RCW2.14.030 and 1988 ¢ 109 s 14 are each anended to read
as follows:

The judicial retirenent account plan is established for judges
appoi nted or el ected under chapter 2.04, 2.06, or 2.08 RCWand who are
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not nenbers of the ((pube—enployees—)) judicial retirenent system
( (for—thei+—serviece—as—afudge)) authorized by chapter 2.10 RCW

Sec. 3. RCW2.14.040 and 1998 ¢ 245 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

The adm nistrator for the courts, under the direction of the board
for judicial admnistration, shall admnister the plan. The
adm ni strator shall:

(1) Deposit or invest contributions to the plan consistent with RCW
2. 14. 080;

(2) Credit investnent earnings or interest to individual judicial
retirenment accounts consistent with RCW ((234-06708)) 2.14.060;

(3) Keep or cause to be kept full and adequate accounts and records
of the assets, obligations, transactions, and affairs of any judicial
retirement accounts created under this chapter; and

(4) Adopt rules necessary to carry out this chapter.

Sec. 4. RCW2.14.060 and 1988 ¢ 109 s 17 are each anended to read
as follows:

The judicial retirenment principal account is created in the state
treasury. Any deficiency in the judicial retirenent admnistrative
account caused by an excess of adm nistrative expenses disbursed from
t hat account over earnings of investnents of bal ances credited to that
account shall be transferred to that account from the principal
account .

The contributions under ((seet+en—39—eofthis—aet)) RCW 2.14.090
shall be paid into the principal account and shall be sufficient to
cover costs of admnistration and staffing in addition to such other
anounts as determned by the admnistrator for the courts. The
princi pal account shall be used to carry out the purposes of this
chapter.

Sec. 5. RCW 2. 14. 080 and 1996 ¢ 39 s 20 are each anended to read
as foll ows:

2y)) The state investnent board or the departnent of retirenent
systens, at the request of the admnistrator for the courts, may invest
nmoneys in the principal account. Moneys invested by the investnent
board shall be invested in accordance wth RCW ((43-84-150))
43. 33A. 140. Moneys invested by the departnent of retirement systens

shall be invested in accordance with applicable |aw. Except as
provided in RCW43. 33A. 160 or as necessary to pay a pro rata share of
expenses incurred by the departnment of retirenent systens, one hundred
percent of all earnings fromthese investnents, exclusive of investnent
income pursuant to RCW 43.84.080, shall accrue directly to the
princi pal account.

Sec. 6. RCW2.14.100 and 1988 c¢ 109 s 21 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A nmenber who separates fromjudicial service for any reason is
entitled to receive a lunp sumdistribution of the nenber's accumul at ed
contributions. The admnistrator for the courts nmay adopt rules
establishing other paynment options, in addition to lunp sum
distributions, if the other paynent options conformto the requirenents
of the federal internal revenue code.

(2) The right of a person to receive a paynent under this chapter
and the noneys in the accounts created under this chapter are exenpt
from any state, county, nunicipal, or other local tax and are not
subject to execution, garnishnent, attachnent, the operation of
bankruptcy or insolvency law, or any other process of |aw whatsoever
and is not assignable, except as is otherw se specifically provided in
this section.

(3) If a judgnent, decree or other order, including a
court-approved property settlenent agreenent, that relates to the
provision of child support, spousal nmintenance, or the narital
property rights of a spouse or fornmer spouse, child, or other dependent
of a nmenber is nmade pursuant to the donestic relations law of the state
of WAshington or such order issued by a court of conpetent jurisdiction
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in another state or country, that has been registered or otherw se nade
enforceable in this state, then the anobunt of the nenber's accunul at ed
contributions shall be paid in the manner and to the person or persons
so directed in the donestic relations order. However, this subsection
does not permt or require a benefit to be paid or to be provided that
IS not otherwi se available under the terns of this chapter or any rules
adopt ed under this chapter. The adm nistrator for the courts shal
establish reasonabl e procedures for determning the status or any such
decree or order and for effectuating distribution pursuant to the
donestic relations order

(4) The administrator for the courts nmay pay from a nenber's
accunul ated contributions the anpunt that the admnistrator finds is
lawful |y demanded under a levy issued by the internal revenue service
wth respect to that nenber or is sought to be collected by the United
States governnent under a judgnent resulting from an unpaid tax
assessnent agai nst the nenber.

Sec. 7. RCW2.14.110 and 2005 ¢ 282 s 1 are each anmended to read
as follows:

If a nmenber dies, the anmount of the accunulated contributions
standing to the nenber's credit at the tinme of the nmenber's death,_
subject to the provisions of chapter 26.16 RCW shall be paid to the
menber's estate, or such person or persons, trust, or organization as
t he nenber has nom nated by witten designation duly executed and filed
wth the admnistrative office of the courts. If there is no such
desi gnat ed person or persons still living at the tinme of the nenber's
death, the nmenber's accumulated contributions shall be paid to the
menber's surviving spouse as if in fact the spouse had been nom nated
by witten designation or, if there is no such surviving spouse, then
to the nmenber's |l egal representatives.
